During tie courso of the interview with tf-ITTAKER Wlim/Zn 
April 6. 1949, he provided the following additio.al information/toncerning 
his knowledge of and association with COZ/JKEL DEM! IVAN LMSoJr 

Ur. CIIAJ.'BERS advised that this information had cone to his rind 
following his meeting on April J>, 1949 with COLONEL IAMB and the subsequent 
conversation with and concerning this individual. 

ClIAr-JUKG stated yat he folt sure that the meeting which took 
piece between hUihti WlZ'jTwA COLOI.'LL IALB occurred in the Old Murray Kill 
i.otel. '/jr. CHAMBERS was unable to say why he was sure this meetinr had 
been at tho Murray Rill, other than that it was just his recollection. 

CHA13ER3 suggested that C0L01IEL IAJ:B had reversed, in his Ut'B'S 
mind tw incidents; one, IAKB'S visit jM-.ho State Department and two, LAIC'S 
visit to the SPERKY OkDJIfcHCE COUAS^Cr^BBRS said tivat his own present 
recollection was that LAMB'S first a&ignnent was to go to the State Depart- 
ment as he, IAMB, has described. CJAJ13KIO recalled that LA1/.B went to that 
department and cane out with some perfectly rouMno papers or information 
nJuV^l J , ° ny ncws P a P er ' r ' & » could have secured. It was then decided, 
G,iA:e*ho stated, on the basis of LAMB'S visit to the State Department, that 
such matters were a little out of his line. Therefore, it was decided that 
he srmild be given another -try in a field more familiar to him. CLABBERS 
thought that such decision was made after some discussion between HISS and 
ninseir. IAUB'S next specific assignment was the SPERRY ORDINANCE matter. 

CilftlTBERS ti.en stated that the trip he and ALGER made to New York 
City and concerning which he has spoken previously, was for the purr-ose of

It nay be pointed out at the outset that considerable difficulty 
was experienced in interviewing Colonel LAI.3 because of the obvious trouble 
he had recalling the exact circumstances and dates of his relationships with 
the individuals set out above. It may be pointed out that relative to hi« 
relationships with ALGER HISS, Colonel LAI.3J has been consistent regarding 
tho dotails of these meetings. However, in regard to the two unidentified 
non, ho has had difficulty in placing the exact period and circumstances 
surrounding those moeting3. 

Re ALG5R HISS 

Colonel LAL2B stated that his first contact with HISS took place* in 
late October, 1934 at the offices of the SUHSTSADT AVIATION COl&kmfrZ !Tost 
45th Street, Now York City. LAJ.B stated that at this time he was 'engaged 
in the buainoso of being a broker in arms, airplanos add munitions and had 
office privileges at* tho SUNSTEADT AVIATION C01 IPAirapSihlch was operated by 
ED17AED THOBD-GRAY^r Colonel LAIS stated that when^HISS come to 2 VTest 45th 
Street ho introduced himself as being from the NYE INVESTIGATING COJl'ITTES 
but LAIS was unable to recall whether or not HISS diaplayod any credentials 
at this time. Ho is under the impression that HISS did have credentials of 
some nature, but could not specifically recall. Colonel LAMB stated he 
remembers that at this original meeting HISS advised him that he had observed 
his name in the filea of various munitions and airpjdne companies ii/the 
East, mentioning specifically tho DRIGGS OIUMftKCE^FBRRY ORDNANC^f both of

that ho specifically recalled that in addition to tho above named concerns 
he also mentioned Colonel LA!.B«S dealings with the AMTORG TRADING -COMPANY.- 
Colonel LALB advised that thi« particular revelation of taMTORG surprised himj 
because it was his impression that the negotiation* he had carritedfbn Ivith^ 
A,flORG wore known only to a few individuals and not,-xto ' '

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Colonel LAIffi statod that his contact with AlfLmG started In the 
early Thirties, when he was told by a Colonel BRANT/of Mitchol Field, a 
close friend, that the USAAF had attempted to sell AMTORG 11,000 excess 
liberty motors, which deal was blocked by President HOOVER* Colonel LAtB 
6aid that when ho received this information he decided to contact the 
AKT0R0 officials regarding the possibilities of this sale of the 11,000 
liberty motors, in addition to other anas and munitions to which he had 
acco33# LkJB stated that his negotiations with AWTORG were carried on for 
a period of approximately one year and reached the point where a final 
draft contract vras drawn up to be signed for the sale of certain airplanes 
and munitions* LALB was unable to recall the specific information which 
vras included in this contract # LAMB then stated that when he went to 
AMTORG to conclude the deal the three officials with whom he had contact" ' . 
had "vanished' 1 and no other officials at AlffORG apparently were familiar 
with the negotiations previously carried on between LAMB and AMTORG, 

LAilB said he was upsot at such circumstances and did not ascertain 
until many weeks later the circumstances surrounding his failure/to conclude 
the ALffORG tran3action,/whon a friend of his, a JA?£S LA SALLEyM;old him 
that ELLIOT ROOSrJVEL^had received financial backing from the^CPOKT-HPORT 
EAi;K, Washington, D.C. LAM3 stated that LA SALLE told him that ROOSSVELT 
had sold the Russians five or six Boeing "20" planes at over $100,000 apiece. 
LAKB said he was told that these plane 3 had a retail value of $40,000*00 each. 

At the original meeting wherein HISS mentioned these specific trans- 
actions of LAL©, he also made direct insinuations to LAKB that he was 
involved in some "shady " transactions in arms and inanitions to Latin . 
American countries involved in revolutions. LAIS explained that much of 
his life f ollowing his graduation from the Staunton Military Academy in 
1901 had been spent in Latin America fighting in various revolutions, and 
because of this experience, he knew many of the leaders in Latin America, 
through v/hich he could sell 'needed arm3 and nunitions. 

LAMB stated that he becamo upset when HISS made these accusations 
and promptly notified 'HISS that in the event he was making such allegations, 
that he should bring LAKB before the NYE COMMITTEE for questioning. 

Following this original meeting with HISS, LAIffl statod, he again 
saw HISS at the latter 1 * request, at Longohamps Restaurant, Empire State 
Building, at which time HISS told LAMB that so far as he, HISS, was concerned, r 
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ho did not think LAI.ffl was involved in any criminal negligence in mafcinr 
sales to Latin American countries. UVZ stated he recall* ESS WrJSr '

corrainicatod thoce instructions to tho SPERKY ORDNANCE COMPANY, which is a 
subsidiary of the SFERRY GYROSCOPE COISPANY. LAJ2 stated ho obtained tho 
necossary information from the filos of the SFERRY ORDNANCE COMPANY and 
drafted a report for Kr. HISS. V/hon ho finished his report he did not make 
any attempt to contact KISS, because of the previous instructions ho had 
received from him, in which LAIB was directed under no circumstances to 
make contact r/ith him. It was LAIS' S impression that the reason Ur. HISS 
did not want LAf.2 to make any contact with him was because HISS clairred 
his phono was tapped, his mail opened, and his house watched in Washington, 
D.C. by what HISS described as "The Iferchants of Death", referring to the 
munitions manufacturers. 

Colonel LAMB stated that about a week after ho made contact at the 
SHERRY ORDNANCE he was contacted again by Vx. HISS and arrangements were 
made to meet at Longchamps Restaurant. At this meeting, Colonel LAMB 
stated, he turned over his report on the SPERRY ORDNANCE to HISS and the 
latter expressed appreciation at its contents* 

Following this meeting with HISS Colonel LAU8 could not specifically 
recall the circumstences surrounding his next meeting with HISS. He believes 
that it was within a short period follcwing tho SFERRY report and believes 
there is a good possibility that he received instructions to obtain additional 
information for HISS, but he was unablo to recall the ciroumstances surround- 
ing it. Colonel LAMS felt there irwst have been a purpose for the uwetlng, 
because he recalls that HISS gave him. §100 as additional expense money at 
this meeting. 

Following this last mooting, about vfhich Colonel LAKB was unable 
to provide details, he stated ho again saw HISS in New York and believes 
it was in the lobby of a well known midtov/n hotel. Colonel LAMB is of the 
impression that this meeting may have taken place in the lobby of the 
liirray Hill Hotel, which he had visited frequently because the club rooms 
of the "Quiet Birdmen" wore located there. Colonel LAl/B states that at 
this meeting HISS directed him to go to Washington, D.C., where he was to 
obtain Information concerning the sale of a large flying boat to the 
Japanese government. Colonel LALB said ho recalls having a discussion witti 
HISS concerning the existence of cuch a lettor as he mentioned, because he 
felt that he had sufficient information in his possession, which he obtained 
from other brokers and aeronautical engineers in New York City. LA}(B, at 
the time of the interview, was unable to recall the specific information 
HISS requested but he did remember the discussion that took place. f

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LAJS stated that following this meeting he took a night train 
from How York to Washington and contacted the Export License Bureau of 
the State Department, as HISS had directed the day before. LAIS stated 
that HISS had told him that the particular letter requested by the NYE 
COlSailEE was not available to them and HISS thought that LA).©, through 
his contacts, might be able to provide the Conmittee with the contents. 
LAMB stated that when he arrived in Washington he went directly to the 
State Department and contacted a Mr. GREEN (who is believed to be identical 
with JOSEPH COY GREElri&om he had heard of previously. LAfS said that 
he told GREElf the purpose of his visit and ho went directly to the files 
and made all the data available to LAJ.S for his examination. LAI.5B said 
that he recalled the letter. Which he had previously told HISS did not., 
exist, was A in the files. Ho recalls that the information requested dealt 
with a flying boat designed by a Ifcjor RUBS!! PLEET^of Buffalo, Ifew York, 
and the files showed that there was a sale of the'design or blueprint to 
the Japanese Government. LAIS said that the information that HISS requested 
was available to anyone who called at the State Department and there was no 
restriction placed upon the data in this particular file. 

Colonel LAIS said that when he obtained the necessary datd he 
returned to Hew York and believes this to be in early Decomber, 1934, • 
He preparod his report, expecting an early contact from IXr. HISS. LA!,3 
said he recalled that several weeks wont by and he had not heard from 
HISS, when he took it upon himself, contrary to all instructions from- 
HISS, to send a Christmas card to his residence at Washington, D.C. LAIS 
believes he sent this card about Decomber 20, 1934. LAI-S further recalls 
that shortly after he senX this card, possibly a week or ten days, he was 
contacted by ALGER HlSSfcln tfevr York City. LAIS believes this meeting with 
HISS took place betwoeh Christmas, 1934 and New Years. At this meeting 
LAIS recalls that HISS severely reprimanded LAIS for disregarding his 
Instructions of never contacting him, and LALS stated that a heated dis- 
cussion followed this charge by HISS. As LAMB recalls, HISS expressed 
very little interest in the contents of the report and accused LAIS of 
"not boing able to do what he's told" and being an "incapable investigator". 

At this point, LAIS said, ho became violent towards HISS and asked 
him why he had never made any of he salary with the NYE C0.\?IITTEE available 
to him. At this point LAIS told HISS that he owod him soven weeks* pay, 
to which LAIS claims HISS reiterated, "What pay?". LA?S replied, "Invostl- 
gative pay for the Nye Committee work". HISS then said, according to LAIS
